Odd Tobacco Pip* Borer. 


Travelers among the Siour Indians 


are much impressed with the perfect 
smoothness of the bore in their pipe 
stems. Without the use of a tool of 
any kind they make a perfect bore in 
the twigs of asn trees, which they use 
for musical instruments and for pipes. 
To accomplish this end they employ 
i the larvae of a butterfly which inhabits 
the ash tree. The Indians remove the 
pith for about three inches from the 
stick they wish bored. Into this carity 
they place one of the larvae of a 
brown butterfly, which gradually eats 
its way down through the pith until 
the bore is completed. A little heat 
applied to the wood expedites the work 
of the larvae. 
The Indians consider 


both the tube made in this way and 
the larvae as sacred as their idols.— 
Popular Science Monthly.
